A Man Found Dead In ‘His 
8 Bed With the Gas 
Turned On. 


The Room Tightly Closed-—The Body 
Found still Warm—Wenat to Gis 
Room Sober—Knew all About Gas 
A Death Struggle—The Verdict— 
No Relatives Kaown. 


About 1 o'clock Sunday morning, 
Wm. McCleod was shown to a room in 
Merrill’s Metrepolitan Hotel. He 
was perfectly sober, and when told to 
turn off the gas and not to blow it out 
when he went to bed, he answered 
that he kvew all about gas and had. 
occupied the same rom three months 
ago. At 8:30 a. M., a boy employed 
about the house came down te the of- 


fice and reported that a strong smell 
vf gas was coming from McLeod's 
rom. that the door was locked and 
McLeod could not be aroused. Sus- 
pecting something wrong, the clerk, 
accomprnied by another man, got out} 
on the baicony and entered his room 
by the window. They found the gas 
turned On with the cock wide open, 
the window closed; and the transom 
shut. McLeod was lying io the bed, 
dead, his body still warm and moist 
with perspiration. Dr. Snow was 
called immediately, but he lone the 
cause hopeless. 
THE CORONER'S INQUEST, 


was held yesterday and the verdict 
rendered was “accidental death.” The 
deceased was about forty years old 
and was a lumber contractor, usually 
living at Verdi. He was familiarly 

known as ‘‘Sandy.” It is believed that 
he has no relatives on the coast. 
Some say he has cousins at Truckee, 
but others deny that he has any rela- 
tives on the coast at all. If he: has, 
the authorities here have not 
been informed of their existence. 
The deceased is reported to have been 
considerably in debt. He very sel- 
dom drank to excess. Only $1 and 
no valuables were found in his clothe:. 
The transom was open whea he 
was shown to the room. When the 
body was found in the morning, one 
hand clutched a pillow which was 
pressed close to the month, indicating 
that the man had not died without a 
struggle. From the circumstances 
here stated many conjecture that it 
was acase of suicide. The remains 
were buried this afternoon in the side- 
rhill cemetery.

Section Foreman Foley’ Foley Threatens Harry 
Chapm n At Hot Springs—Foley Re- 
ceives Two Bullets Through The 
Head—He Drops Dead on The Plat- 
form.

Foley was on bad terms with 
Chapman. On Sunday morning he 
went from Hot Springs to Wads- 
worth, about twenty miles west of 
Hot Springs, and there told people 
thut he meant to kill Harry Chapman. 
He returned to Hot Springs on freight 
train No. 5, and atthe station used 
the most abusive and threatening lan 
guage towards Chapman. Chapman's 
wife came Hut of their house into the 
office, when Foley used the most in- 
sulting language to her. Chapman 
then ordered Foley out of the office, 
and upon his refusal to leave, shot 
him twice through the head. Foley 
fell dend out of the doorway upon the 
platform, Such is the story so for as 
heard up tu the present writing.
